Meld on the suggestion of tho Mc- 
GllI S.C.A. at Islo aux Certs, an Is- 
land on 'tCio Richelieu near Slontrcal, 
and ln.stlng for threo days, ao great 
was the success of the discussions 
that an especial reaucst was recorded 
that in future tho Council bb built up 
in the same manner, with a larger 
representation of students.

MEDICAL BUILDING 

Haida Art Collection Includes 
Many Old tribal 
Valuables i 

The Ilalda Indian fcxhlblta which 
.are on display at the Medical Building 
are full of Interest notjonly to tlic ob- 
server interested in liidian lore, but- 
also to the casual vlsjtor to whom a 
cordial Invitation Is extended. Prac- 
tically the whole of this Haida collec- 
tion was at one time lent to the Na- 
tional Art Galleries at Ottawa. Two 
years ago it was used as a travelling 
exhibit Illustrative ot west coast art, 
aiid attracted wide aiU^ntion. 

Perhaps the first object among the 
Ilaida exhibits to arrest tho vl.sltors 
glance, is an old Chllkat Blanket 
inado of mountain goat wool and 
cedar bark. Thtso blankets are used 
by the chiefs in ceremonial dances, 
and along with other tribal valu.tblcs 
are placed In decorated storage 
chesLs. Many .■startling nia.sks are on 
display. The.so are made ot wood and 
are an important addition to. the 
weird cosf unies worn on gala occa- 
sions. Ceremonial rattles are also pre- 
sent. They are made ot wood and 
noise Is assured ' by the Insertion' of 
pebbles. 

Four or five food oheslji also fea- 
ture In the collection. They scfve • 
two fold purpose. They are prlnclp- 
aly built for the storage ot certain 
foods. However, their utility docs not 
iiloi) here, us llieae same chests are 
rrefiuciitly used as coffins. 

Oambllng amotig the Indians Is a 
vice which' one cannot attribute to 
elvillaod liif Iucikp,4. .\ cDiijilu of sets 
ot gainlding sliclia are in evlddencc 
iiiiiong iilliLM- articles. Tho stloks are 
dccoriitlvcly carved In wood or Ivory. 
The slicks ore at first shuffleil in a 
hag, ns Iho player» sit around in a 
circle gambling on tho value of the 
slick lu be drawn. 

The Mcdlclne-iiiiin Is a very Ini- 
Iiortant and respected ineinher of the 
tribo. A Skl-Cia U ono ot the objects 
representing liU weird cran. This Is 
used to trap ||,o souls of ileparllns 
spiril^. It lionsisls of. x short Ivory 
lube decorated In shell.^ Tho ends are 
pliigged with cedar liurk to insure 
against Iho fscnpe ot Iho captive 
Hpjrit.

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UNIVERSITIES AND WAR 

IN answer lo the charRc that science has multiwlied the tools 
of. destruction and made war more liorrible, Dr. Robert A. 
Millikan, President of the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, affirmed that every advance made by iia- 
tural science f6und*10 times as many new, peaceful and construc- 
tive uses as it found destructive ones. He said, furthermore, 
that science was the most relentless enemy of war which had ex- 
isted in .<;pite of religion, philosophy, social ethics and all the 
rest, chiefly because it h.icl what is known as survival value. 

■ In this age when the part science plays in warfare is al- 
most abnormally -great it is interesting to find so- great an 
authority as Dr. Millikan stating that it is really the greatest 
enemy.of warfare. To the layman this seems to be utterly ini- 
possîblc. He sees in newspapers, if not by personal obser^'ation, 
that more and better means of defense and offense are being 
SjglYed,. every day. He sees a procession of aeroplanes, battle^ 
,. îp^l-înks, big and little guns, and all the rest of the par- 
phanelia of war and he cannot help but think that tliesc machines 
are being made for a purpose; that they will be used some day 
with devastating effect. Above all; t-lie average man has a great 
fear of the in.=idious pases which creep' jip 'and kill without 
warning. To him it cannot ljut seem that science is aiding war 
and aiding it with all the forces at its command. 

It is true that the uses of science in peace are just as ob- 
vious. Railway?, automobiles, airship.s and other ships can be 
employed just as well, if not better, in peace as in war. New 
processes of manufacture, towering buildings, elevators, radio 
and all kinds of machines bear ample testimony to the good that 
science can do if properly applied. 

Many eminent scientists have argued that the very horrible^, 
n'ess of war in the light of modern scientific discoveries, will 
work toward its end. But this has a doubtful ring to most 
people. "War may be made too horrible to contemplate but one 
can never tell what greed or pride will drive" nations to. War 
may take place in spite of all predictions. 

One cannot, however, advocate the abolition of science just 
to rid the world of the fear of a war more terrible than any that 
has yet taken place. ' That would be too drastic a step and it 
would not do much good for it would not assure the discontinu^; 
ation of wars and it Avould assure the cessation of the benefits 
of science which peace time pursuits now enjoy. 

The universities are the seat of science and it is fitting we 
think, that they should be the source of efforts toward the rea- 
lization of peace. College men are supposed to be the leaders of 
the future. As such the solution of the problem of the aboli- 
tion of war . lies with them. They have done their share to- 
wards making war horrible and its is therefore meet that they 
should do their part in doing away with the horror. Further- 
more the univer.sities are usually hard hit by wars when many 
students depart to do iheii- bit. It is, therefore, for the univer- 
sities own good and for ihe advancement of learning as M'ell as 
.,peace that students should do, all they can in the furtherance of 
peace efforts. 

As future leaders of the masses -.they can do this. It is the 
masses who may conceivably want war but it is the leaders who 
decide for or against. It is up to university students to decide 
now that future wars are impossible. Of course this decision 
would not mean that wars would automatically be abolished. 
There would .still be plenty of hard work befoi-e this ideal v.'a.s 
reached. But it would be a step forward and would hçlp a great 
deal in solving this age-old world-problem. 

MENTAL STARVATION 

T 'HERE is an old story about a man who thought that food 
■ was not necessary for a horse and that the horse could 
dispense with that article if the daily ration of hay and oats 
were gradually reduced. It is recorded that the horse was 
eventually brought down to one straw a day but that pn the day 
when he was to be fed his first ration of nice cool fresh air. he 
incontinently caught sick and died— from acute indigestion we 
suppose — thus ruining the experiment. 

Although the S.P.C.A. would not allow an experiment on 
:';the above lines on dumb animals there are many students who 
.seem to take delight in seeing how far tliey can go in abusing 
thèir mental faculties. These students try to get aloig with as 
little studying as possible. When they see that they succeed in 
passing their grades in spite of .this they cut down on their 
amount of study hours and see if they can, get along on the min- 
imum amount of work. The ultimate aim seems to be to get 
along on no work at all. 

It is not surprising that these students eventually find them- 
selves in the same position as the horse who was not allowed any 
food. Just when they think that they arc doing .swimmingly on 
very .little work, and arc about to take the plunge and do no work 
at all they die — mentally ; that is they fail to pass their exami- 
nations and depart from college. 

The peculiar feature in this i,s that the students do this 
voluntarily and in full realization of the danger they are run- 
ning. The poor horse if it could, would no doubt have pr.eferred 
in dying in .some other mangier than by starvation. Most fail- 
ures among the students, howevei*, seem lo take a positive de- 
light. in Josing whatever brain power they dp ppasess by the 
J>A'9Çe»» 9^.

As a definlto niovompnt in Ilia, ill - 
rertlon of trade esp-mslon let Can- 
ada, become known ns the country 
where the tourist from the Unlt?d 
Slates may purchase illstlncllv« 
lleles ot liierchandlse at lower priced 
than are feasible In a, country of pro- 
hibitive t.irlffs.^ Tlie_ aeoeraphlc lo- 
cation of the United StJites Ino 
piven Canada, an opportunity to de- 
velop. the art of skilled mcrchandls- 
Inp In a manner that does not exist 
on 3 similar scale In other counlrlM. 

It Is conceded that tourists from 
tha United States spent about one 
hundred million dollars. In Swltïer- 
l.ini-], one hundred and tlf'y million 
dollars In Italy, and about two liun- 
drod and fifty million doHars In 
France durins 1933. In France, where 
it Is th« tradition^ to buy luxuries, 
wcaxins apparel, and art products, the 
annual valu» "of the tourist trade is 
greater than !n any other country In 
Europe. The I'rench sovornmenl has 
decided to appropriate more than one 
million dollars per annum for adver- 
tisins the attractions of the country 
to the American tourist trade. In 
Cîermany, thé government appropria- 
tion for this, same purpose Is sub- 
stantially larger than in France. 
These appropriations constltulo tang- 
ible evidence o£ governmental recog- 
nition of receipts from tourists as im- 
po.-tant Items in their national wel- 
fare. 

AVith du* lecognltlon of tha iniporl- 
.'tnce of llio lourlEt traflo In lOurope, 
it muEl he conceded that Canada 
holds first place among tho play- 
grounds of the world. Tho scenic- 
beauty of the CanadlBii nockles, the 
lakes and rivers of Central Canada, 
tho historic landmarks and traditions 
of Quebec, and the summer resorts 
of llie Marltlmo Provinces, are at- 
tracting approximately fifteen million 
visitors a year. The Dominion 
Bureau of Btallstlcs has osU<na.ted 
that these visitors spent two hundred 
find fifty iiilllloii (lollur.s in tlie coun- 
!iy in 1323, uiid in ]!)29 (ho total must 
liavo IjecM iIosQ lo three ^hundred 
million dollars. It is estimated that 
only about sixty million dollars of 
this sum, or less than four dollarn p«r 
ctpila, was spent for goods which 
were XaJccn frotii Uio country, 
s Avéras* Salts to Viailers 

This great unnual migration pre- 
sents an unparalleled opportunity for 
Increasing our tpade. Ait yet there 
has been no concerted effort to bu|ld 
the tradition that thcro are purchases 
which can be made In Canada nioio 
advantageously than In Ihe United 
Stales. It Is estimated that In 
France, the amoifnt ot sale to each 
visitor averages about $750,. If we 
could make purchasing' in Canada 
sufficiently attra/:llvo to lhat tho 
average value ut ihe merchandise 
taken out of the country by uach 
visitor amounted to less than one- 
tenth of the sum, it would make a 
difference of more thon one billion 
dollars a year in our trade. 

This is a subject worthy of concert- 
ed, effort by ilie National and Pro- 
vincial (jovornmcnlt, Hoards ot Trade 
and Tourlet Biireaiia throughout the 
country. If Individual If:urope4.n coun- 
tries who receive only two' or three 
hundred thousand visitors a year can 
afford lo .six'nd ono to five million 
doll.irs In ii.ition.Tl ndverllKlnp, Ihe 
Situation In Canadq would ji)«llfy un 
advertiftlnv budget much 1^ excels of 
tliat ontùurbt. 

In order to CTêate'a. general Inter- 
est In buying In Canada, there should 
ho articles in mo.ny lines ot merclian- 
dliio tlidt could l>o bought, at fis lotr a 
prico in Canada as In any oljior 
country.

In a number of In- 
dustries farslghtcd co-operntlon with 
merchants along these lines might 
bring about a volume of sales which 
wouîd compare favour.xbly with the 
volume attained in similar lines In 
Kurope. In many European countries 
there are a surprisingly largo number 
ot trorkei's employed in the pro 
dueilon of souvenirs that vlsitora 
tak« back as presents to th'clr friends. 
This project opens up tho poitslblllty 
of employment for skilled artisans 
and hnnd-workors in Canada. 

As a natural prelude to the move- 
inent to Increalso buying In Canada, 
there should be a concerted effort to 
build moro adequate hotels and hos- 
telrles for tourist aocommodatlon. 
The hotels It) our liirgo cities and In 
the better known resorts ara cxcel- 
lont. In small towns and village» the 
lack of adcawata ac/cpmmoddtlon Is 
deplorable. Many of the most nttiao 
live parts of tills country are un 
known Imcause they have no faclllto8 
lo house visitors. There should bo 
sufficient lor-il prida to Insist upon 
proper accommodation for visitors. 
Those towns and cities which tire 
woU located with reference lo tourist 
travel can ln«rease liioir wealth by 
making It more attraoiive to "lîuy in 
Canada."

Clrowing out of this parllcular dis- 
cussion, Mr. Andrcw.T polritcd out 
that In the nclglibouring districts of 
Trinidad, tho Darbadoes, and other 
ixlands of that group thcro nro a num- 
ber of colleges which In tho near fu- 
ture 'Will In all probability bo linked 
up Into one University. At tho present 
timo there are no student organiza- 
tions in oxi.^'.cnce, a!tliou.sr:i th'a need 
of them Is quite definite. IIo suggest- 
ed thai' it would bo a very practical 
and useful piece of work tor llio As- 
sociation to eond out ono or possibly 
two representative."! to lnve5tIga,to the 
conditions ' and Inltlata an organlz.i- 
tlon. Tho suKgcstlon was received fa- 
vourably, and was referred to tho ex- 
ecutive bodies for, study and aotlon. 

A poollnc ot tho experiences and 
practices ot the 'various organizations 
In tho United States and Canada 
proved an Instructive and valuable 
experience, especially to those at the 
conference wlio were not previously 
familiar with the"' workings' of the 
movements in . tho other country. 
Canada differs from the Unltcd'Statcs 
in that lis student Chri^'tian org-ani- 
satlons are separate from the Y.JI.C, 
A., having separated from thut organi- 
sation sonto years ago in the forma- 
tion of tho Stu».-nf Christian Move- 
ment in lino with the nature of the 
organisation already existing In Eng- 
land. In tho United States the 
movements there, although quite au- 
tonomous, aro Y.M.C.A. and Y.W.C.V. 
Institutions. The 'Student Volunteer 
Movement, which was well represent- 
ed at the conference, is an Internation- 
al organisation, with UnUcd 'States 
and Canadian secretaries. 

Questions of devotional and inspira- 
tional methods were talked over. >md 
llio practlco of making llmei for "<iulet 
hours" wna advocated ' by those who 
had experimented with it. It was gen- 
erally felt that today most individuals 
lead a cluttertid cxi.itcnce, where the 
necessary and tho unnecessary aro 
Inextricably mixed up. Some porsi>ec- 
tlvo was urg«d In arranfflns the mat- 
ters In w'.tlch one takes an active In - 
lenvit, and a aulel iwlod Introdueua 
into the busy llfo of each day.

Indian Exhibits 

Now On Display 

(Continued from page one) 
The best example of H^da Indlap 
wood carving is the jslde-vlew of an 
Indian head. This was probably worn 
on top of the straw head-dress o£ a 
Halda Chieftain, it is conspicuous in 
its grace of outline and ^esùltant 
shading. Among .other Interesting 
contributions it was collected by tli« 
late Dr. G. M. Dawson. A peculiar 
stone-mortar 'is -on display. This lis 
shrouded in mystery. No other similar 
design has ever been dlsçovercd. One 
end is adorned with a human face 
wliile a frog iiead Is fashioned at the 
other. This mortar was used for the 
preparati.on of tobacco. Other less 
elaborate' tpeclmens called "Paint 
Dishes" were used for general grinding. 
Adzes of various sixes were the only 
tools employed In wood carving. All 
other appliances were 'discarded in 
favour their own native instruments. 
The adze is in common uso among 
primitive trlljeti from tho South Sea 
Islands to Iho Arctic Circle. Many 
food dishes both in horn and wood ore 
on exhibition. Spoons carved from 
Mountain Sheep .horn ara alto pres- 
ent and are decorated with Ilallotis 
Shell. 

Several portraits of Jlaidx note- 
worthie« grace the walls. I'hcy arc 
the >vork .pf W, I.ianj|;4n Klhn ^ and 
were presented' by Mr. Southam. 
These pictures have been reproduced 
in a book written by a member ot the 
Northwest Geological Survey.

College Comment 



MISOIRCCTED ENERGY 

To produce a flock ot polished In- 
Icllectnats wllh' the individuality of a 
.■shipment of kitchen chairs has never 
been tho 'aim and end ot any univer- 
sity. But such Is gradu.-illy becoming 
the cose. Mass production of know- 
ledge ot all kinds, in aesorted slics, 
is being offered to the people— so 
that the blase youth wh» enicrgo 
frorii' the architectural beauty ■ of our 
front 'portcullis, may compete suc- 
ocistully with the rest ot the auto- 
matons of a mass production world. 

The hordes of matriculated liigh 
school students who threaten 'to burst 
the roofs of our colleges, come here 
cither in the pursuit of advanced 
learning, or for tho lack ot some- 
thing better to do. Ot the first cis.is 
we cannot speak too liighly, and the 
cèriniibny •( adorning them with the 
tie that binds, and the caps which 
crown their' frcshm^h'shlp so coyly Is 
a pleasing one. But ot the Eccond 
class we cannot speak too scathlns;- 
ly; although, in a great measure they 
are to be pitied. Tiiey coma ..here, 
these parasites, largely as a result 
of the urging of parents -who con- 
sider that' It is the "thing" Xor their 
sons and daughters to do. 

William I. Nichols, until recently 
one of the assistant deans oC Harvard 
College, has written at length In the 
Atlantic Monthly, regarding ' the stu- 
dents who should not ho wasting 
their time in college. Their presence 
in tho Univeifllles i.i decidedly de- 
trimental to both the University and 
themselves. They congest iind' over- 
crowd' the classrooms and the clas&es 
till the worthy pedagogues throw up 
their learned hands in lioly horror at 
the thought of any altcmpt at the 
personal contaçts and conferences 
noccssàry to thorough .^mental train- 
ing. Tho organizers ot student ac- 
livitles might as advantageously bo 
selling hot dogs to the Eskimos ri>° 
iryin'it to raise student interest to the 
point of participation, eiti)er actively 
or In;^ctlv$ly among such hordes of 
undergraduates. Nor ore these stu- 
dents any credit to the standards of 
the Uni vers! ly— 'they skin through 
their eKanilnstlons because Ihcy have 
not hitched their Inteileclual wagon 
to a star, because they are content 
to jog along in^a rigid rut that per> 
mils oi)ly .a ;j|lght Interest In any- 
thing smacking of the scholastic. Yet 
they are to be pitied bauuuse there Is 
very likely 'some trait which should 
be given proniiiionco in their educa- 
tion, and wiilch coliofie currlculums 
fall to satisfy.. It la impossible to 
expect that a college professor can 
miraculously examine a student, and 
subject iiim lo an X-ruy which will 
discover that occupation to which 
ills mental and physical state best 
adapts liim. H Is for the parents to 
decide— It Is for thorn to watch their 
children to discover their ai^lltudes 
and abllltlc.i— and it is for them, If 
necessary Jo forgo tho pleasure ot 
telling their confreres at a meeting 
of the Ijadlea' Aid, or a smoker at 
the club, "Oh yes, my boy Is a 
freshman at "Varslty Ihls year". 
"'According to Mr. N'lehOl tliero are, 
in general, three classes of students 
wl)0 should not bo In an Arts col- 
lege— Ih? artisans, the adyonturora, 
and the artists/ Naturally enough, a 
boy who Is . primarily inlorcslad In 
SasoUne engines, or model dairy 
farms would find tho oxtenslvo ttuily 
of tievenleenili century French litera- 
ture very dull, and wqiild probably 
bo flunked In his exam. But give 
hltn some subject that he Is Interest- 
ed In, and be will show an us.ildulty 
In Its study that would surprise even 
his fond partiiu. To come down to 
the commonpIocB study of integral 
calculus or onclent iiiitory, when a

"Ewry siAvnneo made iiy 
«cicnco finds 10 times as m.yty now, 
peaceful and conslrnctlve use» as it 
finds destructive ones." Pr. MHUkan 
declared, spcakinS en "The Allfpra 
Slni of Science," nn\l anfwcrinp tlio 
charge that natnral science has 
"multiplied the tools ^o£ destruction 
aPd made war jnoro horriblo."' 

*ln my judCTiont, war is now In 
process of beln^ abollshea, chiefly Viy 
relentless a'dvanco of natural scicncn, 
it* most powerful enemy." J5r. Milli- 
kan continued. "War h.is exis'cil in 
spite of relifrion, in spite of phil- 
osophy, in spite of social ethics of 
th» Golden Rule, since the daj-s of 
the cave man because, in accordance 
with the evolufionary philosophy of

a. dental oxnnilnrillon nu part of the 
regular physical examinations re- 
quired of all Freshmen in the Col- 
lege. For this purpoee, - the use of 
Wadswbrlh House, the -offices of tho 
Department -of • Hygiene, was nr- 
' ranged, and two dental cxanilnerf. 
Dr. II.. E. Dyer ot ltrookline, and Dr. 
J, E. Loach of Boston held daily rx- 
nmiriations of tho mouths ot Fresh- 
men from tho opening of. College 
through tho first weeks or- so In Nov- 
ember. 

To Esiabllsh Clinic 
Tho çomplote report, whicli has not 
yet been announced, will bo Inm l^d to 
the offices of the Harvard dental 
School, which will, from then on, bo 
Mesponaiblo for tho contlnuan':} ot 
the work. Asta result.of th's step, It 
Is planned to establish a clinic at the 
Dental School to oaro for tho emer- 
gency dental needs ot the p<>orcr stu- 
dents, who nro not nblei to afford 
dental service from Boston dentists 
or have no family dentist. 

Although the report is not yet an- 
nounced, preliminary figures indi- 
cate that, about one-third of this 
year's entering class In the Collego 
are in need ot dental , work, one- 
eighth urgently need emergency work, 
while only one-twelfth have teeth in 
perfect condition. The remaining 
students will require a small amount 
of supervision to keep their teeth Ir. 
good condtttton.
